English Tea Cakes.

Mix all dry ingredients togother; soften 
butter and dripping. and rub well into 
ficur; add milk enough to make soft dough, 
and roll out on floured bcard till about one- 
half inch thick; cut in rounds the size of 
a tea plate, put fn a greased tin, and bake 
till light brown.
